Former Governor B. F. Odell and

called Mr. Hyde's statements "base 
calumny," and when he was asked 
whether he directly or indirectly had 
made threats to have the charter of 
the Mercantile ' Trust company x re- 
voked, his face flushed and, striking 
the arm of the witness chair with his 
fist, he exclaimed: "There is no truth 
in that statement, so help me God." 
Mr. Odell said no political pressure 
was brought to bear in the settlement 
of his suit' against the Mercantile 
Trust company, and that it was set- 
tled the same as suits brought by 
others. He said"he had been advised 
by counsel that his claim was a just 
one, and that any court would have 
-awarded him more than he received 
in' the settlement. 
He' knew of the 


introduction of the Ambler bill, which", 
it is said, might have affected the 
Mercantile Trust company's charter, 
and while he did not suggest its intro- 
duction, he saw no objection to it. 


Senator Depew was examined with 


regard to his syndicate participation 
and his duties as counsel to the Equit- 
able society. Regarding the ambassa- 
dorship to Paris, Senator Depew said 
Mr. Hyde came to him and solicited 
his influence to secure the appoint- 
ment.

Defendants Not Compelled to Attend 


the 
Investigation and Testify or 


Produce 
Documentary 
Evidence. 


Answer of the Government to Be 
Filed at Chicago Next Week. 


Washington, Nof. 17.—With refer- 


ence to the pleas in bar filed by the 
indicted beef packers in the federal 
district court at Chicago, Attorney 
General Moody made the following 
statement: 


"Ten separate pleas in bar have 


been filed^ each one of them alleging 
facts which, it is claimed, ought to 
bar the government from proceeding 
further in this case. Eight of these 
pleas are based upon the alleged con 
duct of Mr. Garfleld, commissioner of 
corporations, in making an investiga- 
tion of the affairs of defendants in 
pursuance of the authority conferred 
upon him by law, and in special obedi- 
ence to the resolution of the house of 
representatives 
requiring him 
to 


make 
such 
investigation. Under 


the federal act creating the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor the com- 
missioner of corporations has 
the 


right to subpoena and compel the at- 
tendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of documentary 
evidence, and to administer oaths; 
but with regard to ail persons who 
are subpoenaed to testify or to pro- 
duce documentary evidence, it is pro- 
vided that immunity from prosecution 
shall be given to them if they obey 
the commissioners' subpoena, except 
that they shall be liable for perjury 
for giving false -testimony. 


•"It is stated by the government that 


Mr. Garfield did make the investiga- 
tion required by the resolution of the 
house of representatives, and that he 
did receive from certain of the de- 
fendants oral information and access 
to the books of the defendant corpo- 
rations. It is, however, contended by 
the government that the information 
and access to the^ books were given 
voluntarily by fiefli;Saats. The gov- 
ernment denies in point of fact that 
Commissioner Garfield did compel the 
several defendants to attend and tes- 
tify and produce documents before 
him, 
or that he did subpoena any of 


the defendants to appear before" him 
and testify or produce documentary 
evidence; or that he waived the oath 
which he was authorized, to require of 
them; or that he promised them any 
immunity whatever in the premises: 
or that any evidence obtained from 
the defendants was delivered to or 
used by the department of justice or 
the district attorney before the grand 
jury which found the indictment. The 
attorney general asserts in the most 
positive terms that none of the infor- 
mation obtained by Mr. Garfield was 
used before the grand jury. 


"After full conference with Mr. Gar- 


field, the answer of the government 
has been prepared by Mr. Pagin, un- 
der th° supervision of the attorney 
general and with the assistance of the 
district attorney, and will be taken to 
Chicago and filed in the court there 
early next week."

Though strike In St, Petersburg Is 


Complete No Break Has Been 


Manifested In tbe Ranks. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 17. — An im- 


perial manifesto granting land con- 
cessions to the Russian peasants was 
issued Friday morning. By its terms 
the land redemption tax payments 
from Jan. 14. 190G. 
will be reduced by 


one-half, and from Jan. 14, 1907. the 
payments will be totally abolished. 
At the same time the capital of the 
peasants' bank is increased and the 
bank is granted additional loan privi- 
leges with the object of facilitating to 
the utmost the purchase of lands by 
peasants. 
It is estimated that the 


amount of taxation thus lifted from 
the peasants by the manifesto will 
aggregate $40.000.000. while the ex- 
tension of ihe field of operations of 
the peasants' bank will enable vast 
tracts 
of crown and private lands 


gradually to become the property of 
the peasants. 


Though the strike in St. Petersburg 
complete, and no break has been 


manifested in the ranks of the work- 
men, and strikes have broken out at 
Moscow and Reval, Uie most impor- 
tant feature of the developments was 
the failure of the walkout to spread 
generally outside the capital. 
The 


movement apparently lacks ihe spon- 
taniety and contagiousness of jthe__lagt. 
great strike, which .broke out at Mos- 
cow, 
and dispatches received from 


the industrial centers of Russia up to 
this hour show little inclination on 
the part of the workmen to take up 
the cudgels .in behalf of the Poles. 
In Moscow city the factory strike, 
which has assumed considerable pro- 
portions, probably 45,000 men being 
out, 
has no direct connection with the 


St. 
Petersburg walkout, 
and dis- 


patches fcom the old capital say that 
the railroad men received the request 
of the St. Petersburg strike commit- 
tee coldly. The whole .sreat network 
of railroads centering at Moscow, ex- 
cept the St. Petersburg line, is still 
in operation. At Reval the employes 
of the shops struck, but the reason for 
the strike is not stated. The St. Pe- 
tersburg workmen, in obedience to 
the orders of the strike committee, 
kept generally in doors and did not 
attempt demonstrations, to that there 
was no occasion for resort 10 force to 
avert trouble.

FOfNWEKS OF GltANVlLLK 


ON SUGAR LOAF. 


Ceremony of Friday Afternoon in 


Charge of Graiivilk- Historical

Granville, O., Nov. 17.—The active

bronze tablet on the memorial monu- 
ment to the "Founders" of the town 
upon Sugar Loaf.

The base of the stately monument, 


consists of a granite block six by four 
feet and eighteen inches thick, brought 
from Quincy, Miss., and upon it rests 
a huge native boulder weighing seven 
tons. 
The monument is erected on 


the summit of "Sugar Loaf," the pret- 
ty little hill that stands at the west 
of the classic old college town which 
was established 100 vears ago by pio- 
neers from Massachusetts. 


One face of the monument's base is 


inscribed as follows: "A Tribute to 
the Builders," and the reverse side 
bears these words: "Erected by Mary 
Case Minton in memory of Mary Case 
Williams, Daughter of Captain Levi 
Rose and Polly Stqwe." 


Attached to the 
monument is a 


bronze tablet bearing this inscription: 


"In grateful 
remembrance of the 


members of the Licking Land Com- 
pany, who came from Granville, Mass., 
and founded this town in the wilder- 
ness November 17, 1805. They builded 
better than they knew 
God be the 


glory, for ever and even. Amen."
